operational phases of the Ministry. 

The Japanese officials concerned were in accord with the recommen- 
dations and the Vice Minister, Welfare Ministry stated that an Informa- 
tion and Statistical Section will be established, The Welfare Ministry 
felt that it would teke considerable time before the new section could 
become very effective, due to the amount of time it would require to set 
up reporting procedures to receive statistics, reports, etc. from the 
prefectural levels. It was agreed that establishing an adequate Informa- 
tion and Statistical Section could not be an "overnight" accomplishment, 
but the importance of immediate action in organizing the new section was 


emphasized. 


Population Movements: 

The Imperial Japanese Government has passed Imperial Ordinance No. 
442 dated 27 September 1946 extending the restriction of the population 
movements from rurel areas to urban ereas until 50 November 1946. All 
conditions as prescribed in previous restrictions of population move-— 


ments continue in effect.

SECTION II 
ADMINISTRATION OF HOSPITALS 

The following report, received from the Jepanese Government for the 
week: ending 23 August 1946, shows with the exception of Kogoshima Pre- 
fecture, which failed to report, 2920 hospitals in operation in Japan 
with a capacity of 207,748 aveileble beds, of which 111,510 beds are 
occupied. Out-patients treeted during the same period totalled 289,567. 

The reorgenization of the Japen Medical Association is underway. 


Many and varied suggestions continue to arrive from divergent groups 
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within the Japan medicel, profession. The present Japan Medical Associa-, 
tion will present its plan of reorganization to Public Health and Wel- 
fare Section on 30 September 1946,

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_ The arrest OF 2. Licensed veterinarian by Tokyo narcotic atic. 
revealed he had obtained narcotics Ae setisfy his saat athe! by ateciees 
them from a total of 17 hospitals while posing as a narcotic inspector. 
Registrants are being warned that the verification of a narcotic offici- 
als! credentials is the responsibility of the registrant. 

The survey of Narcotic pharmaceutical companie*s records, sh Lit is 
nearly completed, has revealed that the Japanese Government, over a long 
period of time, falsefied reports in an attempt to cover up the large 
amounts of narcotics actually produced. 

SCAPIN 1231, dated 26 September 46 directs the Imperial Japanese 
Government to remove from public office immediately, Yoshisake Yasumi, 
Pharmacy Section, Bureau of ilygiene, Ministry of Health and Social Af- 
fairs and to further exclude him from government service. Subject 
Japanese national participated in furnishing false Japanese Government 
reports to the Permanent Centrel Opium Board, League of Nations, during 
the period 1931 to 1939. In addition, in his official capacity, he made

General

Yaws. The presence of approximately 40 cases of yaws, in Ryukyuens

Section, Welfare Ministry. Plans for their treatment and disposition were 


arranged, 

Cholera. The aan of cholera continues to decline, At tho 
present time the ma jority of cases occurring are concentrated in Hiroshi- 
ma and Kagoshima. | 

Reports. Telegraphic and/or radio reports of epidemic diseases, as 
required by AFPAC regulations, are still not bate received. It is ese 
sential that these reports be received promptly in order thet measures 
for prevention and control of epidemics or major outbreaks may be insti~ 
tuted and kept up to date. 

Sanitary Engineering, General. Conferences were held with Dr. Ka 
wahate, Welfare Ministry, on 22 and 27 September, to discuss the budget 
set up for repair and construction of water supplivs, A list of water 
supplies, showing proposed expenditures, has been submitted for review 
by this division. 

A conference wes held with the In- 
dustry Division of BSS to discuss the availability of chlorine. A heavy 
demand is being mede upon the aveilsble supplies for textile and paper 
industries. Some progress hes been made in civilian production of chlo~ 
ring but the shortage of salt remains the chief limiting factor. 

Water Supplies. The city of Tokyo supply is being chlorinated 


under supervision of Eighth Army engineers to meet Army specifications,

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The chlorine being procured partially from both Army and civilian sources,

During September, the second step in the Plan for Collecting Cur— 
rent Vital Statistics (SCAPIN 975-A) was completed. This will go into 
effect 1 October 1946. ¥y | 

New declaration toe ac birth, death, stillbirth, marriages and 
devorce have been designed, printed and distributed to sppromimetely 
11,000 local government offices. Ail deelecaeinn: excepting thous oe 
stilibirths, are under the administrative supervision of the Sas te 
Ministry. _The stillbirth declsretions are under the administrative super= 
vision of the Ministry of Health end Welfare. Although amedical certifi- 
cation form has. been used previously oy the Japanese, this will be the 
first time thet a declaration form hes been used for stillbirths, 

Paralleling the sories of dcczeretiun forms, there is a series of 


standard forms provided all local government offices by the Cabinet 
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Sts bcils 
Bureau of Statistics. These will be used as a basis of obtaining tran~ 
scripts of information contained on the declaration forms, This infor~ 
mation will be sent to the prefectural statisticel offices, on the 
fifteenth of each month following the month being reported, from which 
it will be forwarded to the Cabinet Bureau of Statistics for tabulation 
by the ead of the month, 

It is expected that the Monthly Vital Statistics Report for October 
will carry cause of death “information, in addition to the present numeri- 
cal report. 

Two conferences of prefectural health officers were held in Septem 
ber for the purpose of introducing tae new Stitt birth declaration forn. 
Approximately half of the health officers met in Tokyo and the remainder 
in Kyoto. Fifteen conferences of district and lower court judges and 
their chief clerks were called by the Justice Ministry Rebted me Ne 
for the purpose of introducing the decleration forms of birth, death, 
marriage and divorce, They, in turn, will explain the forms to the local 
government offices. 

In August, 176,660 births were declared in Japan, compared with 
161,871 in July, en increese of 14,789. Deaths totalled 126,845 repre- 
senting a decrease of 6,661 below the figure for the preceding month, 
The number of stillbirths (7,532) was only slightly higher. Merriages 
(43,426) decreased 440 below the July figure: wheras, divorces (8,960) 
increased 893, 

Infant deaths under one year of age numbered 10,828 in August, com 


pared with 11,977 in July, a decrease of 1,149.
